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. REJECTION oF Bins. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article 
offered, or which is merely a nominal or fractional advance, may be rejected by the 
auctioneer if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously.

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FOREWORD 


HE American Art Association is privileged to offer at public sale the 

collection of Mr. Harry Glemby, of 22 East 67th Street, New York 

City, comprising virtually the entire decorations of this very beautiful 
Gothic mansion. The owner, whose taste for the mediaeval is well known, 
contrived a number of dignified interiors around a nucleus formed by the 
famous fifteenth century oak rooms from the Abbaye de Marsiac—hall, 
library and dining room-—with salons, dressing rooms and bedrooms in the 
style of Louis Quinze; the contents of these charming apartments, together 
with the entire boiserie of a music room from the Vanderbilt Mansion and 
an oak library in the German Gothic taste, are contained within the covers 
of the present catalogue. 

Of the early pieces we may signalize the carvings, among which are a 
beautiful Gothic alabaster Virgin [No. 604]; a fifteenth century plane- 
tree statuette of St. Florian, patron saint of Austria; two important sculp- 
tured stone groups of the schools of Normandy and Picardy, from Demotte, 
of the end of the fifteenth century [ Nos. 615 and 616}; a vigorous baroque 
statuette in walnut of a bishop [No. 619], and a delightful niche of the 
French Flamboyant period, from Marsiac. The furniture of the time in- 
cludes tables, chests, chairs covered in fine Genoese velvets and Renais- 
sance embroideries, and a set of six stalls from the Cathedral of Valladolid. 

The collection further contains a number of satinwood pieces in the 
Sheraton taste and a small group of eighteenth century French furniture of 
merit: viz., the Louis XV day bed in purple velvet [No. 636}, the deli- 
cately carved cannée chaise-longue { No. 633} and the rare Italianesque win- 
dow seat {No. 638], from Decour of Paris; a Louis Seize gilded sofa and 
oval-back chairs, a tulipwood writing desk, an important pair of needle- 
point fauteuils [No. 635} of the Régence period, from Henry Symons, 
and several beautifully carved consoles, of which the finest is the table in 
oak [No. 631] of the time of the fifteenth Louis, with its enrichment of 
flowers and birds and the restraint of its perfect design. 

A large collection of Chinese carvings in jade, lapis lazuli, carnelian, 
rock crystal and agate comprise statuettes, writer’s bowls, plates, wine cups, 
two important white jade teapots of the Ch’ien-lung period {Nos. 506 and 
512], a number of rich jade incense burners, of which we may refer to Nos. 
338 and 340, and several superbly mounted lamps in jade and rock crystal; 
these will be offered on the second and third afternoons of the sale. 


Of the tapestries, there may be noted two Flemish verdures of the 
early eighteenth century; three exquisite Aubusson panels of the Louis XVI 
period, depicting rustic pastoral scenes [Nos. 644, 645, 646] and a great 
Brussels tapestry, The Victories of Charlemagne {No. 647} from the atelier 
of Jan Raes, and dating from the second quarter of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. The fine textiles include Gothic velvets and Renaissance embroideries, 
particularly the orphreys [Nos. 545 and 546], three magnificent Italian 
needlepainted roundels { Nos. 541-543}, two apparels with figures of St. 
Jerome and St. John [ Nos. 535 and 536] and the portfolio and chasse {| Nos. 
275 and 274}. Together with these are dalmatics, copes and chasubles {two 
with sumptuously needlepainted orphreys} and a large variety of eighteenth 
century brocades. The fine armorial floor carpets are of the Savonnerie 
type, executed to the special order of the consignor. 

Among the paintings are examples by J. L. Gerome, Henner [in- 
cluding the important Nymph with Auburn Hair}, Baroccio, Verboeck- 
hoven, landscapes by Walter Griffin, a pair of beautiful canvases by Poelem- 
berg and genre paintings by Lefebvre, Benjamin Constant, Boldini and 
Domingo. 

The rest of the collection is composed of house appointments of high 
quality, the first session of the sale including linens, fine china, glassware 
{with an assemblage of Venetian vases, principally from the Converse Col- 
lection}, miniatures, enamels, objects of vertu and the like.
